Date of Ere obi on -  The rouse was erected in 1839 according 
to date stone in gable :  no data has 'been secured as to 
other buildings:  a comparison with other dated structures 
1n the vicinity foiO d indicate that the frame addition to 
the hoii.se and tte Pinery, were erected arvoroximat-^ly 1855: 
the condition of* clapboards on the Stock Barn indicates that 
it may antedate the house:  the character of voFt in the 
Barn indicates that it 'is annroxim.ately the sane age as the 
houae, hut date tablets have been removed. 

Pre3ent Condition - The olapboarding of the Stock Barn is 
in very bad condition, and a norticn of the foundation wall 
has collapsed:  otherwise the buildings are in P;OO'! condition: 
on the house, an earlier two-story ^orch has been replaced 
by a one-story porch, and shingle roofs replaced by asphalt 
shingles.  On the Pinery, a paper roof has beer, placed over 
the shingles, 

Number of Stories - The House, 2 stories. 
The Bank Barn, basement and one story. 
The Pigor;-, basement and one story. 
The 3tock B^rn, "basement and one   story, 

Materials of Construetion -  On the House, the exterior walls 
are laid up of a local sandstone, in regular courses on the 
Southwest elevation, .■--nd irregular courses nov,a   o^ less on 
the other elevation:  the wood, framing and floors are of oak, 
and wood trim is of pine:  the roof according to the photo- 
graphs, WHS of wood shingles.  The addition to the House is 
framed in oak, with pine clapboards:  the material of original 
roof is not certain:  the nrssent roof is of paper. 

On the Barn, the exterior walls are laid up of 
a local sandstone, in regular courses on the Southeast ele- 
vation, with large quoins on all corners:  the balance of 
masonry is l^id up in random rubble:  wood framing is of 
hewn oak:  the structure is cove red with a shingle roof, 
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On  the Pinery, the basement walls are laid up 
of local sandstone In regular courses, all framing of super- 
structure is of hewn oak, and the clapboards are of nine: 
the present roof IK paper. 

On the Stock Parn, the basement walls are of local 
sandstone laid in ^e:?u.lar courses, the superstructure is 
framed in hev/n oalr, covered vr< ih nine clapboards:  the clap- 
boards have been removed from the Southeast elevati on, and 
vertical boards substituted?  a paper roof has been laid 
over one slope of the shingled roof. 

Other Existing Records - In a "History of Butler County11 

■oubdished by H. C. Brown and Go. 1895, the following infor- 
mation vn\ 11 be found on pages 111 - 412.  It is related that 
the Harmony Society, ovners of 5000 acres of land transferred 
their holdings to one Adam Zlegler in 1814:  He encased in 
sheep farming to nay the purchase p^ce, and entered into an 
agreement yith, arc oner others, David 3tau"ffer, the compensation 
for his services be ins "a certain area of land":  it is further 
stated that the contracts were faithfully carried out. 

Otherwise no historical data has been secured: the 
descendants of the Stauffer's have been importuned to supply 
data, withoat result. 
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
